VA Proclamation for preuention and reſtraint of 
the abuſes and inconueniences, occaſioned by 


dying with Logwood, 


—Hereas many good Lawes and Statutes haue beene heretofore 


77 Amade and eſtabliſhed, pꝛohibiting the Impoꝛtatton of a tertaine falle 

„and deceitfull dying ſtuffe oꝛ wood talled LogWood oꝛ Blockewood, 

which laid Statutes did not produce that good effett that thereby 

„ Was intended (the ſeizing and taking of the ſayd Wood being Wholly 

neglected) fo2 that no ſatiſtaction oz recompence, was by the Law 

L 428,|| offered oz allowed to ſuch as employ their paines and endeauour in 

—D/||the diſconery and ſeizure thereof ; whereupon wee fo2 further pꝛe⸗ 

B >| uentton of the ſapde deceipts, haue made ſeuerall Reſtraints by Our 

S=RB> Letters Pattents, Bookes of Rates, and otherwiſe, thereby to hin⸗ 

| der the impoꝛtation andabuſe of the ſatde wood By which meanes, 
albeit great quantities of the ſaid wood haue beene ſeized and burnt, yet the laide wood is (till 
pꝛiuily tmpoztedand diſpoſedof, within this Our Kingdome, to the hurt and pꝛeindite of Our 
Dublects: Wee, hauing taken theſe things into Our conſideration , and out of Our Pꝛintelp 
care, deſiring to purſue Our foꝛmer purpole in pꝛeuenting whatſoeuer might be hurtkull to Our 
Subietts, and on the contrary to giue them reliefe in things vſefull and neceſſary ; And being 
infoꝛmed that the Impoꝛtation and vſe thereoffoz diners ſoꝛts of courſe Stuffes, Linnen ok all 
ſozts, Caddoes, Ribband, Inckle, Tape, Cappes, Glones, Hattes, Leather foz poynts, Bꝛu⸗ 
ſhes, touers koꝛ Bookes, Saddles, Stooles andEhaircs, and Thꝛeed of dinersſo2ztes, with 
many other Haberdaſhery wares, thatcannot conuentently bee dyedo2 coloured without Log- 
wood 02 2Blockewood, by reaſon ofthe cheapeneſſe, and the gloſle it giues to ſuch meanecommo- 
dities, farre better then any other Stuffe tan doe, is moſt neceſſary and not pꝛeiudiciall to any ot 
Our Subtects; haue thought meete to Licence the impoꝛtation of ſome competent quantitie of 
the laid wood, to be tmployedand vſed onely aboutſuch needfull vſes as afozeſaid; And withall 
to adde ſome further pꝛouiſion foꝛ reſtrainc of the immoderate impoꝛtation of the ſaide wood, 
tendtngto the abuſe and deteipt of Dur people: And therekoze haue by Our Letters Pattents 
vnder Our great Seale of England, ginen Litente to Our welbeloued Seruant and Hubiect 
Sir Thomas Compton Knight , and his Alſignes, as well to impoꝛt into this Kingdome yeerely 
thequantitie of fiftie Tonnesof Logwood, and no moze, as to take into his oꝛ their hands the 
moptie of all Logwood impoꝛted by others, and letzed as fozfeited, the other part thereof being 
firſt burnt; Neuertheleſſe vnder theſe tautions and pꝛouiſions following, viz. That there ſhall 
not be vttered 02 ſold by him oꝛ his Allignes, aboue the foꝛeſaid yecrely quantity of fifty Tonnes 
of Logwoodo: blockewood, and to none other vſe oꝛ vſes, then the good and neceſlary vles be- 
foe mentioned; And that he oꝛ they ſhall not directly oꝛ indirectly umpoꝛt any greater quanti⸗ 
tie then fiftie Tonnes yeerely; And that the ſane, with all ſuch Logwood as ſhall be ſetʒed and 
tome to his oꝛ their hands, ſhall be regiſtred in the Cuſtome-houſe in London, in Our Regiſter 
there kept fo2 fozfeitures, with the name ofthe Maſter of the Shippe, and owner of the wood, 
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to the ende that it may be knowen who (hall pzeſume to impoꝛt the ſame.contrary to Our plea⸗ 
ſure ; And that as wellthe wood by him the ſayd sir Thomas 8 — — m. Allenes 
to be impoꝛted, as other wile to tome to his oꝛ their hands vpon ſetzure, which ſhall be ſolde oz 
vented Within this Kealme, ſhall bee ground and ſolde in an appointed place in the Citie of 
London, and not elſewhere; And that vpon ſuchſale, the names and place of abode of all ſuch 
as ſhall buy Logwood, ſhall be taken andregiſtred, and foꝛ what vſe they buythe ſame; And 
that ſo much ofthe ſaid Logwood as ſhall come vnto the hands of the ſaid Sir Thomas Compton 
oꝛ his Allignes, by impoꝛtation oꝛ otherwiſe, as ſhall exceede the quantitie offiftie Tonnesin 
any one yeere, (hallbe by him oꝛ them ſhipped fooꝛth of this Kingdome, within thꝛee moneths 
after the lame ſhall tome to his oꝛ their hands oz poſſeſſion : And likewiſe that the ſaid Sir Tho- 
mas Compton 02 his Allignes, ſhall at all times, beeing thereunto required, giue notite to whom 
the lame Logwood is ſolde, that enquirte may be made, whether the buyer thereof doe ble the 
_ ſamecontrary to the oꝛders pꝛeſtribed. 

And the better to entourage ſuch as will employ their endeattour in and about the diſcouery 
and ſeizure of the laid wood, to the end the abuſe thereof in dying Cloth and woollen tommodi⸗ 
ties may be taken away, and the good vſe thereof onely maintained and cheriſhed, It is likewiſe 
pꝛouided in the ſaid Letters Patents, that the laid Sir Thomas Compton, his Erecutozs and Al- 
ſigues, ſhall pay to all ſuch as ſhall ſeize any Logwood, the ſumme offixe pounds per Tonne, 
and ſo by the hundꝛeth acco2dingly , So that he that makes the ſeizure, doe firſt deliner the one 
halfe of ſuch wood to the Mayoz, Bayliffe,oz Juſtice of Peace where it ſhall be ſeized, to be burnt, 
and then bꝛing the other halfe to the Patentee, oꝛ his Allignes, with certificatefrom ſome of the 
ſaid Officers that the one halte is burnt, As by Qurſaid Letters Patents moꝛe at large appea⸗ 
reth : Wee, to the ende all Our louing Subiects may take notice of Our gratious purpoſe and 
intention, whereby the lame may take better effect foꝛ the generall good of this Our kingdome, 
Doe by this Our Pꝛotlamation publiſh and giue notice to all men, whom the pꝛemiles ſhall in 
any Wile concerne, That Our expꝛeſſe will and pleaſure1s, that all and enery the Cautions, Pꝛo⸗ 
uiſions, Keſtraints,andother the pꝛemiſſes aboue-mentioned , be carefully and diligentlp pertoz- 
med and and oblerued. | 

And therekoze We doe hereby charge and command all Mayozs, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Juſti⸗ 
tes of Peace, Cuſtomers,Comptrollers, Searchers, Surueyozs, watters, Conſtables, Headbo- 
roughes, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters, not onely to be carefull and diligent in the 
diſconeringand ptniſhing ofall and ſingular offences and offenders in this behalfe, but alſo to 
be from time to time ayding and aſſiſting vnto the ſaid Sir Thomas Compton, his Executozs, Admi⸗ 
niſtratoꝛs and Alſignes, and to his and their Deputie and Deputies, and to all other perſons 
which ſhall finde and ſeize any of the ſaid LogWwood oz BlockWood, impozted, bled, oꝛ emploped 


contrary to this Our Will and Command.
